Background: The proposed changes reflect the dissolution of the International 
Committee. 

2. ExCom recommends that the Board of Directors approve amendments to ROB Book 2, Manual 
of Procedures for Officers and Directors, Section 4.5, Responsibilities of Officers, as shown in 
Attachment A . 

Background: Section 4.5.7 has been added to meet an IRS requirement that spouses of officers 
have specific responsibilities in order for their expenses to attend meetings to be considered 
legitimate business expenses. 

The current 4.5.7 was struck and the new section 4.5.8 was added to avoid duplication of the rules on 
reimbursement of officers’ and spouses’ expenses, which are located in the Transportation 
Reimbursement Policy. 

3. ExCom recommends that ROB 520-102-002 be amended to read: 

The Directors-at-Large of the BOD shall be assigned as ex-officio members to all standing 
committees except CRCjs. Nominating and committees reporting directly to the Board or its 
Executive Committee, th e f e llew i o g : - 

Boord Planning 
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Background: The proposed changes will make the rule more generic, thereby eliminating the 
need to list committees, 1 and will clarify that DALs are not appointed as ex-officio members to 
Chapters Regional Committees (CRCs). 

4. ExCom recommends that the Board motion approving the next joint C1BSE/ASHRAE conference 
be amended to read “The next Joint CIBSE/ASHRAE conference shall be held in late 
September/eatlv October 2003 or in spring 2004 subject to CIBSE approval of an appropriate 
location in the UK.” 

Background: The proposed change will give flexibility of having the conference in either fall 
2003 or spring 2004.
